The "New York Times" issue of November 2, 

1965, carried an article datelined Palo 
Alto, California, which stated that a group 
calling itself the "Committee For Medical 
Aid For Vietnam" announced plans for a 
noon rally at Stanford University on 
November 2, 1965, where they would ask 
for donations of blood and money for the 
victims of American bombings, Anatole Anton, 
identified as a graduate student at Stanford 
University who was from New York, was identified 
in the article as being co-chairman of the 
committee, Anton was further identified 
as Treasurer of the Stanford Chapter of the 
M2M and the article stated that this 
organization had announced plans to send 
blood and supplies to North Vietnam.

Take over Memorial Auditorium on the date of 
February 19, 1967 and remain in possession of the 
building until the Vice-President *s arrival* 

There was no general agreement at this meeting 
except in connection with the proposal above concerning a 
large group walkout at some point during the Vice-President* s 
speech* 



"The Stamford Daily”, a newspaper published five 
days a week by the Associated Students of Stanford University, 
carried an article on Page 1 of the February 17, 1967 
issue entitled "Prois* , Students to Protest Humphrey Visit". 
This article states that the protests will begin at 6:00 p.m* 
on February 19, 1967 with an all night vigil at Cubberley 
Auditorium on the Stamford University campus: 

From 8:00 p*m* to 9:00 p*m* a panel of faculty 
members will discuss "Relations, Ethics, and 
the Vietnam War" and slides of North Vietnam will 
be shown; 

From 9:30 p.m. to 10:30 p.m* faculty members 
in the field of United States Foreign Policy will 
answer questions from the floor, afterwards a faculty 
panel from the School of Medicine will examine 
chemical amd biological warfare; 
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Music and other forms of entertainment will be 
featured from 11:30 p.m. to 12:30 a.m.

At 7:00 a.m* on February 20, 1967, the group 
will leave Cubberley Auditorium and march to the 
steps of Memorial Auditorium where they will wait 
to be admitted* 

The article also states that a large group of 
faculty members are asking students to join them in a silent 
/ protest during the Vice-President’s speech. The faculty 
members ask that interested persons come early to Memorial 
Auditorium wearing a white handkerchief or armband to 
symbolize concern for peace, and remain silent during the 
entirety of the speech, without heckling or applauding* 



On February 16, 1967, a person associated with 
the Spring Mobilization Committee, San Francisco, advised 
that the Stanford group was handling the demonstrations 
\ in the Bay Area during the visit of Vice-President Humphrey. 
This person advised that if a local San Francisco person 
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wished to participate they should merely be present at 
the Civic Auditorium, San Francisco at 3:00 p.ra. February 20, 
1967. The above person also stated that the Spring Mobilization 
Committee is an organization which has been formulated to 
plan a large demonstration on April 15, 1967, against 
the war in Vietnam.

The hay 2 Movement (h2n), formerly known as the 
May 2 Committee, was organized on March 14, 1964, at hew Haven, 
Connecticut, by a group of young people participating in a 
symposium “Socialism in America" being held at Yale University. 
Tne original aim of the H2H was to plan and execute a 
demonstration in New York City on xiay 2, 1964, demanding 
withdrawal of United States troops from Viet Nam. 

The h2il was dominated and controlled by the 
Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and had for its aim and purpose 
the embarrassment of the United States Government by meetings, 
rallies, picketing demonstrations, and formation of university 
level clubs at which a i^arxist-Leninist oriented approach and 
analysis wa^^^^^^^^United^ate^aomest^^^and foreign 
policies. that the head-

the M2M was officially dissolved as an organization on 
February 6, 1966, at a meeting held on the same date in New 
York City, by the leadership of M2L and the Progressive Labor

Movement (PLM), held its first national convention April 15-18 f 
1965, at New York City, to organize the PLM into a PLP. The 
PLP will have as its ultimate objective the establishment of a 
militant working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 


The "New York Times” City Edition, Tuesday, April 20, 1965, 
page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary socialism" 
was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the name of the 
PLP. The PLP was described as an outgrowth of the Its 

officers were identified as MILTON ROSEN, New York, President, and 
WILLIAM EPTON of New York, and MORT SCHEER of Sejn Francisco, 

Vice Presidents. A 20-meraber National Committee was elected to 
direct the party until the next convention. 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor Movement 
was founded in 1962 by Mr. ROSEN and Mr. SCHEEK after they were 
expelled from the Communist Party of the United States for 
assertedly following the Chinese Communist line". 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor", a bi-monthly magazine, 
"Challenge," a bi-weekly New York City newspaper, and "Soark," 
a West Coast newspaper. 


The June 1, 1965, issue of "Challenge," page 6, states 
that "this paper is dedicated to fight for a nev? way of life 
where the working men and women own and control their homes, 
factories, the police, courts, and the entire government on 
every level." 

the PLP utilizes the address of 
GeneralPos^oiric^box 808 , Brooklyn 1, New York, but also 
utilizes an office in Room 622, 132 Nassau Street, New York City, 
where PLP publications are prepared. 
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
